1 . Claims 1 - 1 7 are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election of Group I in the reply filed on February 20, 2008 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 

§ 818.03(a)). 

3. Claims 10-17 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected subject matter. Election was made without traverse in the reply 
filed on February 20, 2008.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



7. Claims 1-9 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kojima et al. in 
view of Wee et al. further in view of Brion et al. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 



Scope and Contents of the Prior Art 

Kojima et al. teach the reaction of cyclohexyl aziridine with diethyl malonate to form 2- 
oxo-3-ethoxycarbonyl-trans-octahydroindole. 
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Wee et al. teach the stereoselective conversion of the ketone functionality to carboxylic 
acid via the following steps: conversion of ketone to alcohol, conversion of resulting 
alcohol to nitrile, and conversion of resulting nitrile to carboxylic acid. 

Futhermore, trans octahydroindole2-carboxylic is a known precursor to Trandolapril, 
which is an inhibitor of antiotensin converting enzyme. For example, see Brio et al. 

Ascertainins the Differences between the Prior Art and Claims at Issue 
The instant invention is drawn to the process taught by Kojima et al. with a further step 
wherein the ketone functionality of 2-oxo-3-ethoxycarbonyl-trans-octahydroindole is 
converted to carboxylic acid. 

Resolving the Level of Ordinary Skill - Prima Facie Case of Obviousness 
The reference of Kojima et al. in view of Wee et al. suggests to one of ordinary skill to 
practice the instantly claimed invention with reasonable expectation of success. The 
motivation to combine the prior art teachings is to obtain a final product that has 
pharmacological utility (ie. ACE inhibitor). Thus, the rationale that the instant claims are 
obvious is that "a person of ordinary skill has good reason to pursue the known options 
within his or her technical grasp." See MPEP 2143.E. 

Therefore, the instant claims are prima facie obvious over the reference of Kojima et al. 
in view of Wee et al. further in view of Brion et al.
